criminal investigation department. 
The bandit was taken te Chothom 
by motor car and will be arraigned 
there before Magistrate Smith this 
afternoon. 


WINDSOR, Ont., Oct. 3—Charged 
with one of the most daring mail car 
robberies in Canada in many years 
William Gibbs, aged 20, of Los Angeles 


Calif,, will probably be arraigned for 
preliminary hearing of his case to- 
day. Two charges have been laid 


armed robbery and robbing His Majes- 
ty’s mail 

Gibbs was arrested last night as he 
was attempting to make his way into 
the United States at Detroit and, stuf- 
fed in his clothing, $22,000 in cur- 
rency was found, which it is thought 
he had obtained a few hours befcre 
by holding up, single-handed, three 
mail clerks on a Canadian National 
Railways train between Chatham and 
Prairie Siding 

Gibbs admitted holding up the mail 
elerks, according to Detroit police of- 
ficials, who immediately turned him 
over to Ontario provincial police to- 
gether with $6,500 in bank notes and 


two sealed currency pack . one 

marked $10,000 and the other $5,500 
which were found on him 
Estimates Vary

amount of money taken from the mail 
car. In some quarters it is thought 
Gibbs had a confederate at Prairie

Gibbs boarded the train et Uhat- 
hem, Ont., police s‘ate, gained acoess 
to the mail car, held three messengers 
at bay with a pisiel while he looted 
the registered bags.

This word is not as old as what it 
describes. There were fanatics long 
before it was found necessary to have 
a name for the 
type of mind 
that believes so 
strongly that it 

to extremes. 

ere is some- 
thing very strong 
in human nature 
that tends to- 
ward the mak- 
f of a fanatic. 

e believe and 
rightly that we 
are more liberal- 
minded and tol- 
erant today than 
in former times. This means that we 
put a check on the expression of 
what tendencies to fanaticism we 
have. Fanaticism is’ not in fashion 
tolerance is. But if one were to con- 
clude that there are no fanatics and 
no fanaticism today, he wouki be 
wide of the truth 

The fanatic overdoes. He believes 
in what may be a good and worthy 
cause or idea so strongly that he 
can't see anything else; he can't sec 
it in its right proportion: he its blind 
to other views, other factors of the 
situation. The fanatical tendency or 
habit of mind ts one of the most seri- 
ous interferences with mental fitness 
and with wholesome social relations 
Let us beware of it and have in mind 
the slow and difficult steps by which 
we have outgrown the major fanati- 
cisms of the past and gradually es- 
tablished as an ideal the spirit of 

Intense feeling, strong belie’. severe 
action, all tending to umreason, are 
more naturally aroused by the emo- 
tions that partake of the same nature 
The most violent emotion is anger 
It is the fanaticism of anger and its 


embodiment in hatred that is re- 
sponsible for the evil reputation of 
the fanatic. When we have attained 
a different attitude, we can look 
upon past exhibitions of fanaticism 
more calmly. even with amazement 
t human beings couki behave so

may be very helpful. If you are an 
lenthusiastic fisherman or golf player 
lor collector of postage stamps or old 
| furniture, you get @ tremendous Best 
out of these pursuits. You become & 
baseball fan or a movie fan, and the 
word “fan” is reportor's slang ab- 
breviated from fanatic By caring 
for a thing more than it ts intrinsi- 
cally worth, you add to the thrill; 
you go in for it intensely, even a lit- 
tle madly. This is all to the good, if 
not too much overdone to the neglect 
of other interests. ; 

But the inviting field of fanaticism 
lies in between, in these differences 
of opinion about live issues on which 
we take sides. To be too much of a 
partisan. to be so sure that you are 
wholly right and those who oppose you 
wholly wrong, is in the line of fan- 
aticism. There will always be con- 
troveries, and with the same evidence 
persons will believe strongly in op- 
posite couclusions. All that is pos- 
sible without fanaticism. But it is 
rere that movements that excite 
strong feeling. and even passion, pro- 
ceed without the presence of s fan 
atical element. 

There are undoubtedly fanatical 
prohibitionists, though the vast ma- 
jority of those who believe if the best 
policy, hoid that belief with convic- 
tion and propose to support it by all 
reasonable and legitimate measures 
And those who believe it a wrong 
method of solving the liquor question 
are still less inclined to fanatical 
views. For fanaticism, as we have 
seen, is more readily aroused in put- 
ting something down, in overcoming 
opposition, not always wisely. There 
is no reason why in these days drys 
and wets should not respect and 
tolerate different views in religion. 

Prejudice is the great breeder of 
fanaticism but prejudice is a miler 
form of what we all recognize as an 
undesirable state of mind. Yet the 
workd is and ever will be full of 
prejudices, because many minds tend 
to let feelings overcome reason; in 
fact we all do. We can't be reason- 
able in all things; we must be rea- 
sonable in the most important issues. 
We want to be enthusiastic about 
some things and have an outlet for 
Strong emotions which we share with 
others, but be on our guard against 
too strong feelings in matters in 
which we differ. 

Even a touch of fanaticism arouses 
anger and hostility and narrow prej- 
udice that defeats mental fitness. lt 
isn’t religion or politics alone, but all 
sorts of issues in which we have to 
live and do business with those who 
think differently, that give constant 
occasion for exercising the virtues 
that form an antidote to fanaticism

High Volume Attained in 
September, 1927, is 
Kept Up 


The high volume of business regis- 


tered during the month of September 
in 1927 for the sale of postage stamps. 
money orders and postal notes was 
equalled during the past month, ac- 
cording to local posta! officials 

Revenue from gery stamps jast 
month totalled $35,754. while 4,420 
money orders that were issued brought 
in a total of $62,345. The amount 
paid out for 18,553 money orders to- 
talled $296,376 

During the past month there were 
1,944 postal notes issued, registering 
a volume of 85,136.00, while the 
amount paid out for 11.066 money 
orders received at the local wickets 
was $21,306 

An unusually heavy volume of reg- 
istered mail was recorded during the 
past month when 12,914 letters were 
received for registration. in addition 
to 19.093 registered letters delivered 
in the efty. There were 20,853 regis- 
tered letters from outside points which 
passed through the Edmonton postal 
station for delivery in country points 

‘There were 2.797 parcels insured lo- 
cally in September, in addition to 3,- 
£33 C.O.D, parcels which were mailed 
for delivery 

The volume of business transacted 
during the past month has been sat- 
iztactory, according to the local offi- 
cers, who state that the steady in- 
crease in the postal business is indi- 
cative of the growth of the city not 
only in population but also as a busi- 
ness centre.

‘This might cost $1,000,000.00 but 
to continue the operation of this uti] 
ity with present inefficient equipment 
is another indication that with public 
ywnership the public will put up with 
a service which it would not tolerat« 
from a private company The present 
street. railway cars would pe replaced 
with up-to-date cars, designed for the 
maximum of comfort, greater speed 
and much more economical in the 
consumption of electricity ! suid 

Dealing with the assumption of 
some of the members of the city coun- 
cil that the public generally were not 
interested in the question of sale of 
the power plant and electric lighting 
system, Mr. Yorath said that requests 
he had received to speak before ser- 
vice clubs and other civic organtiza- 
tions on the matter indicated that the 
public were very greatly interested

that Mr, Parlee, on behalf of his 
cents, the Galgary Power Company 


{ stated” that by acceptatice of hts offer 


the city would not be departing from 
the principle of public cwnership,” he 
aid. “That may be partially true, but 
what the city would be doing by tak 
ing power from another source would 
mean virtually closing down one of 
its largest industries The i no 
doubt whatever that electricity can be 
generated at less cost at the power 
plant with up-to-date equipment, tha: 
by taking it from a source over thret 
hundred miles away with steam au 
iliaries.”
